: Faces’ W orld Danger 


WASHINGTON — @P) — 
Global threats to religious free- 
dom are stalking abroad in the 
world, according’ to Dr. Theo- 
dore F. Adams, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church, Richmond, 
Va., and President of the Bap- 
tist World Alliance, 

In a speech tothe annual 
meeting of the Associated 
Church Press here, Dr. Adams 
said, “We can’t take freedom for 
granted in our day. It is so easy 
to lose and so hard to regain.” 

Pointing to the new national- 
ism arising in the world, Adams 
said that frequently the charge 
is heard from the colored areas 
that Christianity is the white 
man’s religion. The emerging 
new nations in Africa are in- 
sisting on their rights of self 
government. Just what this will 
mean in relation to the work 
of the missionaries remains to 
be seen, Dr. Adams said. 

Communism 

Communism restricts religi- 
ous freedom wherever it gains 
control, Adams said. In Rus- 

sia the churches are allowed to 
open, but the state regulates 
the number of churches and 
controls the conditions under 
which they operate. In China 
religion is being strangled as 
rapidly as possible, he said. 


Liquor 


Other communistic nations 
courage religion and im 
regulations, making it difficult 
for churches to function nor- 
mally, 
Buddhism 

There is an upsurge of Budd- 
hism and Islam in the world, 
Adams indicated, and just what 
this bodes for religious liberty 
no one can tell at this time. 

Catholicism 

Religious Liberty problems 
continue in Catholic countries 
such as Colombia and Spain, 
Adams said. However, in Col- 
ombia the state is making an 
effort to follow its constitution 
that guarantees religious free- 
dom.

FORT WORTH — The man 
generally regarded as Southern 
Baptists’ chief authority on 
eburch history, Dr. William 
Wright Barnes, died of a stroke 
in his dormitory suite on. the

SOUTHERN BAPTIST SUNDAY 
SCHOOLS SHOW BIG GAINS 


FORT WORTH, Tex. (RNS)— 
Sunday school enrollment of 
Southern Baptist youth increas- 
ed nearly 50 per cent in the past 
six years, it was reported here 
at the denomination’s first na- 
tionwide Sunday school conven- 
tion. 

“From an enrollment low 
point of about 500,000 people 
between the ages of 17 and 24 
in 1953, Southern Baptist Sun- 
day schools’ have experienced 
an increase of 236,387,” said 
James V. Lackey, superinten- 
dent of young people’s work 
for the denomination’s Sunday 
School Board. 

“] think we can attribute a 
large portion of this increase 
to our Young People Away pro-

Preaching the Resurrection 


The large majority of Baptist churches (and certainly 
almost all aoaitacn Boptist churches) do not observe Lent, 
Holy Week, or Good Friday, and in most of them even 
Easter is observed only by the preaching on the resurrec- 
tion theme, and sometimes by the presentation of special 
music. . . . . 

We agree with this practice, for there is nothing in the 
Scripture that commands or even warrants such obser- 
vances. Furthermore, we have enough to preach and prac- 
tice without adopting the traditions of men. Some Bap- 
tists, however, go so far as to say that we do wrong in 
even recognizing Easter by preaching on the resurre 
on that day. We believe that such objections are without 
real ground, for one is not observing Easter as a festival, 
when he preaches the glorious resurrection theme on that 
day. 

’ Every Lord’s Day is 
claiming the resurrection 


a time for recognizing and pro- 
of Christ, so any Lord’s Day is a 
good time for preaching it. Can there be, then, any harm 
in preaching this glorious truth, at the same time that al- 
most the whole Christian world is thinking about it? We 
can see no more harm in this than in preaching on the birth 
of Christ during the Christmas season. We recognize that 
Christmas is probably not the actual birthday of Christ, 
but we can proclaim his advent in that season, not as ob- 
servance of an “heathen festival”, but as recognition of a 
glorious fact. In the same manner we can preach His resur- 
rection in the Easter season, without giving some special 
observance or recognition to the day. Furthermore, should 
we) not, when the season is being so commercialized and 
paganized, stand up and give testimony to the glorious 
truth it is supposed to represent? 

The Greatest Fact’ 
well be said that the greatest fact of history is | 
the resurrection of Christ. This takes nothing away from | 
the importance of the death on the cross, for these two | 
facts, together, constitute the glorious gospel of redemp- 
tion we are commanded to preach. Without the resurrec- 
tion, however, the cross is meaningless. Dr. R. A. Torrey 
wrote, “The crucifixion loses its meaning without the resur- 
rection. Without the resurrection, the death of Christ is 
only the heroic death of a noble martyr. With the resurrec- 
tion it is the atoning death of the Son of God. 

Jesus spoke often of His death and resurrection, and 
made the resurrection the one great sign that He was the 
Son of God. “Show us a sign, “said His enemies. “No sign | 
shall be given” you, answered Jesus, “but the sign of the 
prophet Jonas. For as Jonas was three days and three 
nights in the whale’s belly; so shall the Son of man be 
three days and threé nights in the heart of the earth.” Paul 
later said in Romans that Christ was “declared to be the

ANN ARBOR, Mich.—(EP)—“Religion is for old people.” 
This stock phrase of many young people was not substantiat- 
ed by a recent survey of nearly 7,000 Protestants, Roman 
Catholics and Jews over 21 years of age in the Detroit met- 


ropolitan area. 
The survey, conducted by 


Harold L. Orbach of the Uni- 


versity of Michigan’ 's Department of Gerontology, has found 
that a five-years’ survey which he has conducted fails “to 
show any general trend in attendance with age or indication 
of an increase in religiosity in the later years.” 

Surveyor Orbach has found that the proportion which 


attended services once a-week 


ranged from 43 to 49 per cent, 


but showed no steady increase’ with age. Women’s attendance 
topped men’s, the survey shows, especially among: women be- 


tween 40 and 65 years of age.
